LONDON, Feb. 1,—The news of the ac- 


tion of the United State a senate's foreign 
relations committee in regard to the peace 
arbitration treaty has been received in 
England with general regret. The idea 
of amending the treaty is not pleasant to 
the English people, as they feel that the 
treaty was fair to all in its first draft. 


Thii afternoon the Westminister Gazette 


•tronfily expresses the hope that public 
opinion in the United States will bring 
the senate to tim ? and make that body 
reject tbe committee's report to amend. 


The other leading afternoon daily 


papers here follow the Gazette in ex- 
pressing disappointment that the senate 
seems ready to make a protracted discus- 
sion before ratifying the treaty. All the 
English press seems to feel keenly that 
for the best feeling between the two 
countries the senate would better not 
have begun this close spirit of criticism. 
It is felt that it is not in keepine with tbe 
generous spirit in which tbe treaty was 
originally conceived.

The Woman. Wbo TVliho* to Marry — Some- 


thing About Help— Infancy and Child- 
hood—Art or Comfort at Homo — How 
to U»e Teas— A Bottle-Baby, 


No namo la more revered amon 


lish speaking girls in Paris than that oC 
Miss Ada Leigh, now wife of the arch- 
bishop of Ontario, justly, too, for In that 
city, with its many charities and many 
dangers, positively nothing hod beon done 
for the hundreds of British and American 
girls resident there until Miss Leigh took 
up their cause, nor, BO far as can he ascer- 
tained, are they even now systematically 
aided by any missions but thoso "^vith 
which hep namo is identified. 


Miss Leigh's life has been one of useful- 


ness from her earliest girlhood, and It waa 
while yet in the schoolroom tliat filic bi1- 
gan the work that ultimately resulted In 
tho founding of homes for young women 
of her own speech in the French copUal. 
When but 17, she conducted ft Bible class 
at Manchester numbering 400 women, nnd 
girls, most of them being older tlmn their 
youthful teacher. So hairtily intcvp&tcd 
was sho in thia work that when finishing 
her education iu Paris sho decided to or- 
ganize for her young countrywomen ia 
the foreign city just such a class us she 
had held In England. With this iu view 
she wrote a number of notes, inviting' 
English speaking girls to the hotel at 
which ehe and her sister were staying. 
Signing them ' ' One Who Cares For You, ' ' 
she took them around to the different 
shops, studios and neiibions, where the 
girls in whom aho was interested were to 
be found. \Vhilo still engaged in this work 
of organization a little incident occurred 
which determined the future direction of 
her efforts. One day when leaving a shop 
on a gay boulevard her attention wtis 
drawn to two girls who were passing, and 
she heard the despairing words, "I don't 
core what becomes of me," uttered in a 
strong Scotch accent. Going up to her and 
laying her hand on the girl's arm, Miss 


anomaly, the news Is generally cccompa- 
nied by tho obsorvatlou: "Oh, yea; he 
wants to get her married, He would like 
to travel, or to lire in rooms Iu town, ot 
perhaps to marry tigain himself." 
Now, 


what mother is wishful lo dispose of her 
daughters in order that she may travel or 
live in chumbcTH in town or even marry 
again herself? No, the generally Ids her 
daughter go from her only in oitlpi- that 
the child she IOVCR may be insured tho 
temporal welfare which she cimnob pre- 
tend to despise. She It is who arranges 
the little parties at which tho father grum- 
bles, who encourages possible suitors to 
see hex girls in their own homes and who, 
If shn is sensible, tcechos thoso girls the 
little domestic accomplishments which are 
necessary to every housewife, however lib- 
erel may be the scale upon which her es- 
tablishment is conducted. The head ot tho 
house has in many cases forgotten that 
once he, too, was young; that ho liked to 
look out among the pretty faces of his ac- 
quaintance for a possible mate, and that 
ho was pleased to receive a welcome from 
the parents of tho girl to whom ho began 
to look for his future happiness. Now ho 
growls out comments about "a pack of 
yonng fools around tho place," fi*l£K If ho 
may "never smoke a pipe in peace" and 
finally, waking up to find himself sitting 
nt the head of a tableful of old mnkls, asks 
hib wife resentfully "how it is she never 
managed to get somo of those, girls mar- 
ried," just agi£ii,were not every bit as 
much his responsibility and business as 
hers.

Steadily the work grow until a 1-ome 


was founded—the Mother House, as it is 
now called—at 77 Avenue Wagram. Here 
have been sheltered and befriended over 
9,000 girls of all classes, including govern- 
esses, maids, shopgirls ami students. To- 
day there are three- institutions of ^his 
kind as well as two branches. Washing- 
ton House, the home of the art students, 
is the gift of a wealthy American woman, 
subject, however, to a mortgage, which 
now presses heavily, while the Children's 
home in the beautiful suburb of Neuilly is 
tho bequest of a French. Roman Catholic. 


The work is xmdonominatlonal aud is 


supported entirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions. None of the ladies in charge of tho 
home receives nny salary. As Sirs. Travcrs 
Lewis the founder divides her tirno be- 
tween Kingston, Oct., the see city of her 
husband's diocese, and Paris, where sho 
still spends a considerable portion of each 
year. Her assistants are chiefly women of 
good family, wno pay their board at the 
homes for the privilege of assisting iu tho 
work. Much of this 'consists in visiting, 
for they go about to different parts of the 
city, wherever an English, speaking fflrl is 
in. distress. Many of those thus rescued 
are servants who have been taken abroad 
by their English mistresses and then ca- 
priciously discharged. When their small 
savings havo been spent and their few pos- 
sessions parted with, in desperation they 
sell their hair. Then, were it not for these 
homes, many would find a resting place in 
the Seine. Through the free registry and 
various other means of aid they are helped 
to procure other situations. As has been 
said, however, this ii not the only class 
appealed to, Cor the mission, is a peculiarly 
wide one. Tho richest and the poorest can 
find comfort aud protection in tliesi Eng- 
lish homes. Of course, as no many ranks cf 
society aro represented, the expense of 
maintaining tho homes is considerably 
increased. 


During tha last year 775 young women 


have been received us boarders, and relia- 
ble positions have been found for 500, 
three-fifths of whom were, from tho United 
States. Altogether, through the various 
classes and other means of benefit, 3,000 
have been helped. 


Those from tho United States are chiefly 


the daughters of poor professional men 
and aro either studying nrt or are seeking 
positions us English, governesses whilo ac- 
quiring tt knowledge of French.—Buffalo 
Kiprcaa.

Seven miles from West Washington, upon 


what is called the.Condnit road, which car- 
ries the water supply of the capital from 
the Great (nils of tho Potomac to Washing- 
ton, is <mo of the most noted structure* of 
modern times. This structure is a bridge 
of a single span, called tho Cabin John 
bridge, built by the United States govern- 
ment for the purpose of carrying the wa- 
ter main across a ravine. Flowing through 
this ravine, in ite rooky bed, Is ft small 
stream called Cabin John creek, from 
which the bridge takes its name. The 
stream has its origin in Rockville, Md., 
and its outlet at the Potomac, not far 
away. 


In constructing the Washington aque- 


duct tho first serious difficulty was encoun- 
tered at Cabin John creek. Here a deep 
ravine- obstructed the w.\y. Tho gcnhia of 
man surmounted thia obstruction, and the 
result waa a model of engineering skill. 


A fine atone arch, 220 feet in width and 


110 feet in height, f»pa.n<* the ravine und i,ho 
creek and has the distinction of being tho 
largest filnglo arch in the world. It is built 
of brown sandstone brought from the quar- 
ries of Seneca, about 13 miles above fchia 
point, and is of solid masonry. Its con- 
struction was begun in 1853, under the su- 
pervision of the war department, during 
tho official term of Jefferson Davis, by ics 
architect and engines, General SL C. 
Mcigs. 


In 18(58, owing to pressure of work In 


this department, the work of construction 
wns transferred to tho interior department 
—Caleb B. Smith, secretary—and remain- j 
od there until 1867, about tho time of its 
completion. 
During the process of build- 


ing the names- of Presidents Franklin 
Pierce and Abraham Lincoln and of Secre- 
taries of "Wav Jefferson Davis and Edwin 
M. Stanton were inscribed on one of the 
large stones on the west end of the bridga. 
After the secession of tho south the namo 
of Jefferson Davis waa cut out, and only 
a blank space remains GO tell of the obliter- 
ation. 


This celebrated bridge and the stream 


that It spans derive Tihelr names from a 
solitary settler, who, tradition says, ap- 
peared on this spot some time before the 
war of the Revolution and built near the 
bunka of the beautiful Potomac a rude log 
cabin. For a number of years lie occupied 
these quarters and was known only by tho 
name of John, or Cabin John. His only 
companions were threo ileroe hunting dogs, 
Which were sheltered urnong the rocks near 
their master's abode, 


These dogs always accompanied John on 


his excursions about the country and served 
to protect: him from the too curious intru- 
sion of visitors and also from suspicious 
strangers who might appear In that sec- 
tion. The settler,spent most of his time 
bunting and fishing, which were his chief 
means of support. 
His garments were 


made from the eking of wild animals, and 
his general appearance was not attractive, 
He seemed to avoid companionship with 
man, although possessing qaalit.es fitting 


... _'or stich associations. 
Those who visited his cabin ei id that ha 


was a musician and that he pi ayed skill- 
fully upon a violin, singing songs the 
worde of which seemed to recall memories 
and friends of other days. 
Tradition 


throws no other light upon this strange 
being, whence he came or whither ho went. 


He disappeared suddenly one day aa 


mysteriously as he hud appeared. A search 
was made for him, but no trace could be 
found. His dogs deserted their rock bound 
kennel, and his cabin crumbled to the 
ground. Little did John of thecabln think 
that a wonderful work of man would one 
day heap his humble name and hand It 
down to future genurations.—Washington 
Post.

made in the science of kite flying during 
the past year.

f nighttime, when iu presence would nob bo 
known to an enemy.

Experiments 
are inn king in llii^ direct ion, and very wit 
isfiictoryantl useful result** will ultimately 
be reached.

buildings erected for various other uses the 
number^ built foe church purposes is ex- 
tremely small, hub among these a consid- 
erably number ore now built with the 
steel frame construction so commonly used 
in the business buildings, ond the propor- 
tion of churches so constructed is incveus- 
ing. In crowded cities on lots in which th* 
space is limited it suves room, as it does in 
any building, on account of the less thick- 
ness of wall required, and in large interi- 
ors, where bulky stonocolmnns mightoth- 
erwisc.be used to support arches or domei 
or rooE trusses, it permits the use of much 
smaller columns, with a lessened obstruc- 
tion to the view.—Now York 
Sun.

He set aside large sums of money with 
wbtoh to pay informers, spies and a claw 
of wretches, unknown in America, called 
agents provocateurs Xhe business of these 
Vist gentlemen was to organize disturb- 
inces among socialists in order that *he 
government might have an excuse for mak- 
ing arrests of euoh as the great prime min- 
ister was pleased to call "enemies of tho 
empire," or such as we would coll enemies 
to tho Biflmarckian policy. 


Tho fruit which tills tree has borne is 


very bitter. A recent trial In Berlin dis- 
closed the painful fact that thlfi secret po- 
lice, intrusted with the most delicate of all 
political tasks, line been using its powers 
for the purpose of advancing tho interests 
of a court clique as opposed to the consti- 
tutional government of the aountry. Bri- 
bery, forgery, perjury, have been used in 
the hopes of damaging Baron Marscholl, 
who is head of the German foreign ofilce 
and a man wholly above the vulgar In- 
trigues that flourish in the atmosphere of 9 
court. But perhaps the saddest feature in 
the case Is the side light It throws upon the 
German presB. Our own papers are not 
models of purity, but it would be difficult 
to uamo a New York paper capable of do- 
ing such dirty work as is expected of so 
called official ard semiofficial papers in the 
hind of Schiller and Goethe. When we in 
America read tliat the German press at- 
tacks this wan or praises that one, it docs 
not mean that the editors of these different 
papers UHVC reached an independent opin- 
ion in regard to their relative merits, but 
it too frequently does mean that they have 
been instructed by the political police, or 
somo other m-gau of state, that they uuwt 
say this, that oV tho other.—Harper's Week- 
ly.

FOES OF CHARACTER, 


Plain and Forcible Sermon 


by Rev. 
Mr.Tenney Sun- 


day Evening. 


AT THE ANNIVERSARY SERVICE 


In the Congregational Church. Some 


of the Leading Evils of the Times 


Considered. 
Truths Which 


Should be Remembered. 


The anniversary service at the Congre- 


gational church Sunday evening was well 
attended. The day was the anniversary 
of the Chriatiau Endeavor society and the 
first anniversary of the Men's Sunday 
Evening club, and F.av. Mr. Tenney 
preached a aermon prepared for the occa- 
sion, taking for his subject "Foes of True 
Manhood." His text was the llth verse 
of the 6th chapter of Ephesians. 


'Pat on the whole armor of God, that yo may 


bo able to stand against the wiles of the devil." 


In opening Mr. Tenney said there was a 


peculiar appropriateness in observing this 
day as a double anniversary, for in a cer- 
tain way everyone is young, and when 
one feels no more the enthusiasm of 
youth he is in danger. There is no true 
manhood without something of the en- 
thusiasm of youth, and there is also 
something in manhood for the young to 
Joot up to «nd emulate. 


Mr. Tenney then spoke of the growth 


and good work of the Christian Endeavor 
society and of its future influence on the 
church. He also spoke of the Men's Sun- 
day Evening club, which, though it has 
existed but one year, has already done 
much good and made an excellent be- 
ginning for future work. 
The special 


Sunday evening services were for reach- 
ing tho men of the city, and he rejoiced 
that they had been so well attended, and 
by many who would not have attended 
church ifitnadnot been for these ser- 
vices. He said move of the social spirit 
was needed. He wanted the members of 
the club to feel that on Sunday evening 
the church was theirs and that all present 
were their guests. 


Mr. Tenney also referred to what has 


been done by the Tuesday Night insti- 
tute, which Is conducted under the aus- 
pices of the club. 
He bad understood 


that some think the classes are only for 
the very learned. This is not BO. They 
are for all who take an interest in uni- 
versity extension work, and if there are 
learned people in the classes they will 
only make the work easier for such a* are 
not. He hoped DO one would be led to 
stand aloof by any such erroneous im- 
pression. 
Mr. Tenney then spoke of true char- 


acter, its value, and of its enemies, trie 
first of which he pronounced self-indul- 
gence. Rome would never have ceased to 
be the mistress-of tbe world but for her 
self-indulgence, and similar causes led to 
;he French revolution. And the effects of 
self-indulgence ore the same upon an 
individual as upon a nation. 


Another enemy to true manhood is the 


club in its relationship to family life 
The speaker believed the club had a place 
and could accomplish much good, but 
when a man allows the club to usurp the 
place that belongs to family and home he 
is in danger of deteriorating. Such acts 
affect society and the home. A man who 
is not willing to give proper time to his 
family is not worthy of one. 


Reckless expenditure is another foe to 


true manhood 
Mr. Tenney cited as an 


example of this evil Mrs. Bradley Martin 
of New York, who spends $10,000 on a 
social event and gives $10 tor the relief of 
the city's poor. The speaker knew nothing 
further of Mrs. Martin, but feared her case 
was only a cunspicioua example of one of 
the great evils of this age. 
He cautioned, 


his hearers not to be influenced by such a 
spirit when they go to the Charity ball. 
He believed the Charity ball could be 
truly Christian and the means of much 
good, but not if those who attend care 
more for the diamonds and tbe banquet 
than they do for the city's poor and un- 
fortunate. 


Unnatural or preverted appetite is a foe 


to true character, and one of its leading 
forms at thn present time is the passion 
for gambling. 
We try to find innocent 


ways of gombling, but we cannot do it any 
more than we can find a way to innocently 
commit burglary or pick pockets. Who- 
ever yields to this prevailing evil in any 
form is in no position to say to the burglar 
or pickpocket, "them art committing a 
sin." 


After speaking of the tendency to dis- 


regard the principles of true temperance, 
Mr. Tenney spoke of perverted eelf-inter- 
est as a prominent foe to true manhood. 
Many a business man fails to grow in 
character because of his overpowering 
self-interest, while many another succeeds 
because he sees that his own interests do 
not conflict with those of others, Self- 
interest alao shows itself in our politics 
and tbe results are uniformly bad. 


Another and a great foe is unbelief, not 


an unbelief baaed on honest doubt, but on 
a limited acquaintance with Christianity 
and its claims upon us. This is altogether 
too common and is a sure obstacle to the 
development of true character. 


The discourse was heard with deep in- 


terest and all were impressed by the clear 
and forcible manner in which many plain 
truths were set forth.

THE HERRMANN FAMILY. 


Leon Will Appear at the Columbia 


Thursday Evening.

For three generations the Herrmann 


family has produced some of the greatest 
lights in the world of myetery and leger- 
demain. The head of the Herrmann 
house of maglo was a German physician, 
who found relief from hia profeanional 
career In studying how to deceive hia 
fellow countrymen, harmlessly of course. 
He developed a decided expertnesa with 
which he amused his friends in Paris, 
where he afterwards took up his resi- 
dence. The elder Herrmann was the 
father of eight sons and eight daughters. 
The eldest boy named Carl developed a 
talent for sleight-of-hand tricks, and soon 
took it up as a profession. 
He visited 


nearly every civilized city in the world, 
and died about seven years ago, leaving a 
very considerable fortune. 
It was this 


brother Carl, who took It upon himself 
to made a magician out of Alexandra, 
the youngest of tha family. The scheme 
was opposed by the father, and to accom- 
plish his ends, Carl, it is said kidnapped 
Alexandre and took him to Russia, where 
In St. Petersburg Alexandre made his 
first appearance. 


During all their peregrinations, Alexan- 


dras education was carefully looked after, 
and in Vienna he attended college. In 
1861, the two brothers came to America* 
Fifteen years later the younger declared 
his intention of becoming a citizen of 
United States and was naturalized In 
Boston. The brothers then began a tour 
of the worldt during which they played 


an engagement of 1000 nights In London. 
From, 1374 until 1898 Alexandre made an- 
nual tours in the United States and then 
went to South America. Hermann's for- 
eign tour netted him $157,000. In 1835 he 
again returned to the United States, 
which country he toured annually, net- 
ting anywhere from fSS,000 tof95,000 each 
year. But this vast stun was umfortu- 
nately'loat in other theatrical ventures, 
and shortly after hia death, December 17, 
1890, it was found that he had lea hardly 
anything. 


To complete the tour, which had al- 


ready been booked for him up to next 
June, Mine, Herrmann, his widow, cabled 
at once to his nephew, Leon, to come 
over and take his place. The young man 
who bears a striking resemblance to his 
uncle, gave a private performance of bis 
talents soon after his arrival at Hoyt's 
theatre and as a magician of great adroit- 
ness and originality, he made a great im- 
pression upon the large invited audience 
present. 
His knowledge of English is 


rather limited! but that fact rather adds 
than detract"! from his entertaining quali- 
ties. 


Leon Hermann was born in Paris in 


1862, It was also under the direction of 
Carl Hermann that he mastered his pro- 
fession, and with him visited the principal 
cities of Europe and South America. 
When he had reached the age of twenty 
he had to interrupt his tour and return to 
France for military duty. In three years 
he rose to the rank of sergeant major* 
When quitting the service, he at once 
took up the task of mystifying the public. 
He speaks several language? and gives 
every promise of perpetuating the name 
of Hermann in the world of magic, mirth 
and mystery*

American Peanut Oil. 


The'first peanut oil factory in the United 


States will bo established here. The oil is 
highly valued ia Europe, aud ifc ia stated 
that fully ?5,(K)0,OOQ worth of peanuts ora 
brought Into Marseilles eunnally for the 
manufacture of oil, which la used in toilet 
soaps and for other purposes, Tho peanut 
flour is quite extensively used in Europe 
and made into bruud, cakes, biscuits, etc. 
It is one of the fuvorito articles of food, ac- 
cordiug to conaular reports, in hospitals in 
Germany. The capital stock of the present 
company la 160,000, and it is operating un- 
der the patent a of Mr. \Vciitherly, which 
cover the machinery and methods of de- 
corticating tho kernel of the inner ekiu, 
According to the estimates made, tho cost 
of a plant for treating five tons of peanuts 
daily to as follows: Machinery, $9,000; 
building, $0,000, while the expenditures, 
including labor, insurance and taxes, 
amount to $337 per day. In a prospectus 
issued by the company it is calculated that 
the receipts from five tons of peanuts will 
amount to 2B5 gallons ot rellned oil, at $1 
per gallon; 175 gallons oC crude oil, at 60 
cents; 8,680 pounds of flour and meal, at 
3 cent*, and 8,300 pounds of stock feed, at 
60 cents per 100 pounds, making the total 
gross rooelpts $415.80 per day, which, it is 
estimated, would give a yearly profit on a 
five ton factory of $19,725.—Norfolk Rec- 
ord.

Scheme of One Devised For Krectlne Lo- 


cal Public Building*. 


"In the yoejr 1818 Washington had about 


13,000 inhabitants scattered over Its great 
area,'' said a student of local history to a 
Washington Star reporter, "Its population 
was less than the present population of ei- 
ther Alexandria or Georgetown, but its 
courts, councils, schools and other local In- 
stitutions -were aa important and interest- 
ing to each one of its scant population aa 
similar Institutions are now to each one of 
Its 250,000 inhabitants, for it was a grow- 
ing and busy place, with many great men 
nmong Its people. The community had, 
before that year, looked at public moruls 
In a light different from that which bright- 
ens the present day. The advance on this 
lice has been gradual. 


"The flrse oharter of tho city, In 1802, 


gave tho municipal go-rornment power only 
to'restrain and prohibit gambling;' the 
second, in 1804, authorized the-aunicipal 
government' to prohibit lotwrirs and all 
kinds of gambllng.' By the tbird, enacted 
In 1820, bhe corporation of Waihlngton waa 
authorized 'to compel all such as keep 
gaming houses and gaming tables to give 
security for their good behavior for a rea- 
sonable time, but the municipality is al- 
lowed, Tvich the approval of the president 
of the United States, to authorize tho 
drawing oE lorries for the erection of 
bridges and e^frsting any important Im- 
provement In the city which the ordinary 
revenue thereof will not accomplish, for 
the terra of ten years ' 


"This was tne public view of these ques- 


tions at that time. One of tho lottery 
Kohemeg of chut- kind was dceifrned to ac- 
complish several public objects aud present- 
ed the following plau, in advertiseineaca 
and handbills: 
4'' National lottery f or building two Lan- 


casteriuu. schoolhouses, a penitentiary and a 
city hall in the city of Washington; one 
prize of $80,000, one prize of 8:20,000, two 
prizes of (110,000 each, three prizes of $5,- 
000 each; commence drawing in Juno noxt 
and will be completed in 13 days' drawing 
only; present price of tickets, $2G. 


"'Scheme.—One prize of {30,000, one 


prlzo of $SO,000, two prizes of $10,000, three 
prizes of $5,000, five prices of $4,000, six 
prizes of $500, ten prizes of $100,_>00 prices 
of $50, 8,000 prizes of ¥&5, 8,663 blanks; 
only 6,000 tickets, and not two blanks to a 
prize; whole tickets, $35 each; half tickets, 
$13.50 each; quarter tickets, $0.25 each; 
eighths, $3.12.' 
" Tho first object of tho lottery, the erec- 


tion of two Lancaflteriait sclioolhouses, was 
one of tho fads of tho day. Twenty years 
before Joseph Bell hud originated in Mad- 
ras, India, ftechemoof education by which, 
It was believed, the teaching power of a 
echool could be augmented weuty fold by 
employing a class of pupil teachers, who 
were first instructed by the principal teach- 
er and then each one sent to rej>cut the in- 
struction to classes of 10 or 20 of tho other 
pupils, ao that one teacher could carry on u 
school of 300 pupils. Lancaster systema- 
tized this method, and tho plan received 
his name. There vvero, in 1B18, only four 
public schools in Washington, bub it vras 
hoped to increase very greatly the free 
school facilities of tho city uy introduction 
of the new system 
4'The penitentiary house was then deem- 


ed an institution necessary, if not desira- 
ble, in Washington. Congress had, six 
years before, in 1813, authorized the levy 
court of Washington to build one, but tho 
cost waa deemed too great for the taxpay- 
ers, and, despite dio lottery, no peniten- 
tiary was begun until 1830, when it w«a 
erected by congress on Greenlcaf's point. 


"This penitentiary house was finished so 


as to be put into use under an act approved 
March 3, 1829. It served its purpose for 
about 40 years, and after ifc had become no- 
led for tho burial of Booth and the trial 
and~punishment of the other conspirators 
the central portion, containing tho cells, 
was torn away and the eust and west wings 
converted into dwelling houses. They ara 
now a portion of the Washington barracks 
at the orsanal grounds. A portion of the 
proceeds)* this and other lotteries coems 
to have been contributed to tho ejection ot
